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NEW GREENHOUSES UNDER CONSTRUCTION 
EEE LUN 


Two new greenhouses are nearing 
completion at the Nursery. The houses are 
each 42 feet wide by 204 feet long, adding 
over 16,000 square feet of greenhouse space 
to our backstage facility. 


Both of the houses are of the same basic 
design as the annual house which was built 
last year -- fiberglass roof and roll-up 
curtain sides. This design allows for 
maximum natural ventilation while still 
allowing protection from rain, wind, and 
cold weather. New features include auto- 
matic roof vents and power roll-up curtains, 
both of which will be thermostatically 
controlled. 


Our hanging baskets 
and specialty plants will 
be moved into one of the 
new greenhouses. The 
other will provide addi- 
tional space for foliage 
plants and for frost- 
tender plants being held 
for Epcot Center. Gary 
Paul, our Nursery Super- 
visor, can't wait to see 
the automatic curtains 
in action!

_LANDSCAPE UPDATE 


FUTURE WORLD 


The geometric architecture of Future 
World will be set in a highly stylized land- 
Scape of sculptured trees and huge swirling 
beds of color. Many of the species to be 
used in the Future World landscape are 
common to central Florida -- among the 
plants called for are Chinese Elm, Live Oak, 
Casuarina, and Pine. 


The species may be familiar, but the 
way they will be used, in many cases, is 
unique and different. Sixty Live Oaks have 
been skirted to 8 feet and pruned in a 
rectangular shape for Communicore; over 
twenty Live Oaks will be shaped into a 
ramp-like form to complement the dramatic 
architecture of Energy; and, Casuarina and 
Live Oak have been shaped like clouds to 
create a special effect for The Land. 





Bold color effects appear everywhere 
in Future World, from long rectangular 
beds at the Main Entrance to round planters 
of Bougainvillea outside what will be the 
Seas Pavilion. Dramatic curved beds of 
red and silver plants will mark the entrance 
to The Land. 


Some unusual plants that will be 
"featured" in the Future World landscape 
include large specimens of Stenocarpus 
Sinuatus (the "Firewheel Tree"), Bradford 
Pear, and a new variegated ligustrum, 
Ligustrum vicari.,

WORLD SHOWCASE 


The landscapes of World Showcase will 
offer an exciting opportunity to view examples 


of garden styles from around the world. We 


will be able to see how history, culture, 
climate, and geography have all affected 

the way people in different regions developed 
their gardens. 


The Japanese and Chinese reproduced in 
miniature the natural landscapes of their 
countries. Symbolism figured very importantly 
in their gardens. The French and Italian 
renaissance gardeners superimposed rigid 
order on the plants in their gardens -- 
straight rows of sheared trees and very ornate 
flower beds. The English and Canadian 
gardeners have also tried to reproduce parts 
of the natural scenery but in a much less 
symbolic way than the Japanese and Chinese. 


In World Showcase, not only will we see 
examples of these different garden styles, 
but we will encounter many plants new to 
Walt Disney World -- plants that would be 
native or characteristic (in "theme'") with 
a specific country or region. 


A magnificent specimen Weeping Mulberry 
will be featured in the Chinese garden. The 
Dawn Redwood and Atlas Cedar will be part of 
the background in the Canadian quarry garden. 
Crypotomeria japonica and Gingko biloba, 
two trees revered by the Japanese, will 
apnear in their garden with the characteristic 
"bonsai". Pollarded Sycamores will create a 
street tree scene typical of France and 
Germany. Italian Cypress will lend their 
distinctive silhouette to the skyline of 
the Italian Pavilion. 


Flowers and color will be spotted through 
World Showcase. Tropical color effects -- in 
flowering trees, shrubs, vines, and annuals -- 
will create riotous color combinations in the 
Mexican Pavilion. Gentle sweeps of color in 
the quarry garden will guide guests to the 
entrance of the Canadian Pavilion. Roses, 
perennials, and annuals will be used in the 
United Kingdom Pavilion to give the effect 
of an old English perennial border. 


All of these distinct individual gardens 
will face onto the World Showcase Promenade -- 
a unifying walkway bordering the World 
Showcase lagoon and sheltered for its 
entire length by a canopy of Camphor trees.
